ROSH PINA, — Mekorot, the na- 
tional water carrier. has ‘become 
one of the country’s largest builders 
of apartments, clinics, schools and 
community buildings, and this year 
will spend TL200m. on construction 
projects in the porthern’§ region 
alone. 

According ta Rafi Regania, the 
northern district director, the com- 
pany will spend only IL20m. on 
water-related projects in the north. 

Mekorot is now building 106 
apartment units in Kiryat Shmona, 
with more planned for the future. 
The company has just completed 
work on an IL5m. school at Me- 
vorot Hermon, 10 kms. south of 
Kiryat Shmona in the Hula Valley, 
which will serve a dozen moshavim 
in the area.

It is often the misfortune of slogan 
writers that the realities do not come 
up to the beauty of their creations.

Now Yona Yahav, too, will no longer 
sing the praises of Haifa, having

TOURISM IN HAIFA is still not 
what it was in the forties. The city is 
now left with the verbal glitter of one 
man’s pre-election promises, 
another's slogan and a well-meaning 
mayor not committed to either — 
and several other problems. Who 
will be the next mayor? No party hag 
groomed a candidate, much less a 
group of candidates for the impor- 
tant post. A man who runs a IL600 
million enterprise with a quarter- 
millon clients should be coached for 
the task well in: advance. A promis- 
ing (literally) candidate has turned 
out fo be concerned more with his 
personal future than with the 
welfare of his clients.

Third-generation American 
Jews are showing a growing in- 
terest In the ways of thelr 
fathers, a conference.on Yiddish 
culture was told. Sraya Shapiro 
reports on the meeting. 


THE ORGANIZERS of the World 
Conference on Yiddish Culture, 
which winds up in Jerusalem today, 
have deliberately kept political con- 
tent out of their programme. For this 
reason, observer status was denied 
to an anti-Zionism, pro-Communiat 
Yiddish cultural group from the U.S. 
(known as YKUF |, Israel Breslow, 
chairman of the American delega- 
tion, told The Jerusalem Post yester- 
day. He noted that his delegation in- 
eluded many members of the Bund 
trend socialists who formerly op- 
posed Zionism, but now are whole- 
hearted supporters of Israel. 


Breslow, former vice-président of 
the International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union, is chairman of the 
Foreward Association, which 
publishes the only Yiddish daily in 
the U.S, and sponsors a ratlio station. 

He said that third-generation 
American Jews are showing vivid in- 
terest in thelr antedecents. And that 
is why he is confident that the 
current wave of concern for Yiddish 
may produce positive results. Yid- 
dish is studied in some 40 univer- 
sities in the U.S, “It al? depends on 
practical steps,"" he added. 


Books in Yiddish are not reaching 
their potential readers, he said, for 
lack of a central distribution 
organization — and the conference is 
about to create such a centre. If 2 
central Yiddish eompany 
of a high artistic level were es: 
tablished in Israel (as promised by 
Minister of Culture Aharon Yadlin), 


jt could give performances all over 
the world and thus promote interest 
in the language. 


The Hebrew University chair of 
Yiddish could be expanded to include 
a teachers seminary, while the 
seminary which trains teachers of 
Hebrew and Yiddish in the U.S. 
should be enlarged. Finally, the Yid- 
dish press, which suffers from the 
genera world crisis In printed media’ 
and from 5 dwindling number of Yid- 
dish readers, should be given a new 
Jease of life by more financial aid.
